National Committee, CPUSA, 
were heard to engage in a conversation to the effect that 
plans were being made for an unofficial trade union delegation 
from the United States to visit Russia by 5/l/60, for the 
annual May Day celebration. The delegates, travelling as 
tourists, raised sufficient funds to pay their fares as far 
as Prague, Czechoslovakia. They were expected to be guests 
of trade unions in Czechoslovakia and Russia even though an 
unofficial delegation. 

According to POTASH the composition of the 
delegation, at that time, was not the broadest possible 
and no announcements will be made concerning this delegation. 
POTASH inquired as to what the delegation should do about 
visas, CHILDS replied that the visas could be obtained 
through travel agencies in the United States, but to 
guarantee that there would be no hitch in the plans, he 
would attempt to forward the delegates names to the Soviet 
Union, if POTASH would give him the names. POTASH named 
the following as being considered for this delegation but that 
he did not as yet have a complete list:

It is to be noted that on 3/4/60, foiaodjp) - cd> , 
who has furnished reliable information in the paso, advised 
that on 3/4/60, LOUIS WEINSTOCK contacted LEON (TABACK) regard- 
ing LEON’s trip to Russia. WEINSTOCK inquired why LEON did 
not mention that ARBOR (PH) was one of his co-passengers. 

LEON stated that ARBOR (PH) was not his co-passenger but is 
in "that group". WEINSTOCK stated he heard about it from 
APTHEKER's office, when, she stated that ARBOR (PH) is 
travelling with TABACK to the Soviet Union. WEINSTOCK said 
that LEON should have told him because it puts a different 
light on a number of things and he, WEINSTOCK, would not like 
ARBOR (PH) to get any privileges that LEON is going to get. 

LEON explained that ARBOR (PH) was doing business with 
Mrs. APTHEKER before he, LEON, was. LEON does not think it 
is important that ARBOR (PH) is going to Europe with him. 
WEINSTOCK stated, "I want you to be prepared that in case 
when you guys arrive there too, I don't want him to be given... 
You see these Russians don't know the difference and he is 
going to say he's a Secretary of the Painter's Union... but I 
don't want him because I tell you what I'm gonna do. I 
will prepare those guys - to know who he is." WEINSTOCK 
explained why he does not like ARBOR (PH) by saying there is 
only one guy who expelled us (from the union, apparently) 
and that's Arbor". LEON said ARBOR (PH) is going over to see 
his mother and "by hook or crook" he went to Wadiington and 
saw the "Ambassador from Moscow and he had a personal interview 
with the guy." LEON added that ARBOR (PH) told him the 
Ambassador in Washington, "promised him he would do everything 
he can to get him a visa. He wanted to get a direct visa to 
go where his mother is. So far he did not succeed." LEON 
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explained that ARBOR (PH) told him that for the past 
six months or year, he, ARBOR (PH), has been trying to get 
a direct visa. 

It is to be noted that a MORRIS ARBER is 
included in the PAYE APTHEKER group, but from the above 
information does not appear to be part of the unofficial 
trade union delegation.
